pen that an unhindered mob seized the 
fiend Seymour Newland and lynched 
him upon a tree near by, because of an 
assault upon a respectajble white woman 
of 81 years? 


"Is the state of Illinois without civil- 


ization when her state attorney says 
they have had a half dozen iynchings* 
in the last few years, and the world 
knows how the mob shot down negroes 
with the approval of the governor, for no 
ether reason than that they had en- 
tered the state in search of work. 


"Do you ask me how these lynchinga 


can be stopped in the south? I answer 
promptly—just as they'can be stopped 
at the north, and in r.a other way. Stop 
the outrages and the lynchings will cease. 
Continue the outrages and the lynohings 
will always follow, regardless of threats 
by the law, whether in Georgia, Minne- 
sota, Illinois, Ohio or other1 states. 


"Is it forgotten that the people of 


Massachusetts 
themselves burned a 


negro woman at the stake, who had been 
simply suspected, and not convicted, of 
poisoning a white man and hie wife? 


"Negro politics, in my Judgment, as 


taught during reconstruction and con- 
tinued to the present day, seeking to 
dominate the white people of the south, 
are responsible for most of the blood 
that has been spilt, the outrages that 
have been perpetrated, and the sorrows 
that have come to the whites and negroes 
ot the south. Ths south is a white man's 
country, and it will never be delivered 
over to negroes, whatever the power and 
influence brought to bear to force this 
fearful end. 


"If the slave trade, the promoter of 


slavery in America, was a sin, whose sin 
was it? Not the sin of the south, 'but the 
sin of England, the Dutch and New 
England. 


"If the avenues to division and hate 


and blood and carnage, outrages and 
lynchings and violence and mobs hav« 
been opened up at the south through the 
ballot given to the negro and the politics 
taught him to pursue in the destruction 
cf the white man were a sin, whose sin 
was it? Not the sin of the south, but tha 
Bin of the north. 


"Let me say that the relations between 


the races at the south are in too sense 
alarming. Under God we will work out ! 
the problem in righteous settlement for 
both races if we are left alone."

er years. They insisted that Diana was 
in Macedonia at the time of the lire, 
presiding over Alexander's birth, which 
occurred on the same night. The great 
conqueror was apparently pleased with 
this conceit, fcr he offeied, whan at,the 
height of bis power, to bebmla.the edi- 
ffice at his own cost, on condition that 
his name should be inscribed upon it as 
the patron. The Ephesians preferred, 
however, to undertake tha work them- 
selves and erected a fane which sur- 
passed even the original in splendor, 
though that had been considered one of 
the seven wonders of the world.

Mr. H. J. Moom,\Vho Has Lived Tl.ere 


For Thirty Years, UiuvUKSe* Cause 
of the Trouble—II is A ievrn on the 
Attitude of tUe Germuim uud Jaa- 
ticc CUumlier.t. 
Isohel Strong, a stepdaughter of Rob- 


ert Louis Stevenson, cow resident in 
New York city, sent the New York 
Post a letter recently received from 
Samoa. The writer is Mr. II. J. Moors, 
an American who has lived in the is- 
lands for 3U years and is thoroughly ac- 
quainted with the language and psople 
of Samoa. He writes: 


"When 
I went 
aboard 
Admiral 


Kculz's fc'uip, he informed me that I was 
in a painful minority. When I assured 
him that tha contrary was the case, 
i.nil I wnh in an overwhelming majori- 
ty, he appeared to be very much sur- 
prised. Then I poked him if he had 
talked mutters over with any one ex- 
cept Tanu sympathizers, and he said 
he had not. I endeavored to give him 
such information as he would hear, but 
at every turn I found him so set in his 
ideas, and so intent on making up a 
'cause of quarrel, that finally I said, 'I 
hope, sir, you will not do any unjnst 
thing or any cruel action.' He said he 
had his orders and' intended to carry 
them out whether or no. I do not think 
Admiral Kautz, who had orders to in- 
vestigate matters here, saw a single 
person outside those who were directly 
interested in aiding and abetting the 
Chambers minority. There are white 
people here besides consuls; people who 
have lived here for years and have their 
homes and families here, who- ardently 
wish for some sort of good government 
and who feel that any sacrifice is cheap 
if the rule of another Malietoa can be 
avoided. 


"I do not think the admiral even pre- 


tended to inquire into matters. He is a 
testy, dictatorial sort of old chap, and 
has been flattered and goaded on to get- 
ting the United States into one of the 
most cowardly and scandalous of wars, 
without cause, object or reason. I firm- 
ly believe, had Captain White (of the 
Philadelphia) been hero in charge in- 
stead of the admiral, there would have 
been no war at all. Not a dollar's worth 
of property would have been sacrificed 
and no valuable lives lost. 


"The Mataafa natives have shown a 


brave and forbearing spirit Up to now 
no white man's property has been de- 
stroyed, though they have been for clays 
in possession of Mr. Gurr's, Mr. Car- 
ruther's and Mr. Chambers' premises. 
They have frequently faced the machine 
guns all night at close up range, shifting 
every minute so aa not to be hit by 
sailors who were lying in trenches not 
50 yarda a-way. 


"On March 25 a strong force of sail- 


ors, both American and British, went 
up toward Papaloloa with their machine 
gun. They marched directly through 
an ambush, past it, and on till they 
came within 300 yards of the big fort 
at Vailima. Of this they learned and 
stopped short, not feeling it safe tc go 
farther. 
Then .they returned again 


through the ambush, a quarter of a 
mile lower down, and passed on with- 
out seeing any one. When the natives, 
wha were in ambush, returned, they 
said they did not like to kill the white 
men, as it would make the final settle- 
ment more, difficult. But on April 1, 
when these same soldiers and sailors 
went out tcward Vaitele, looking for a 
fight, they forgot the fact that the Por- 
poise had, a few days earlier, cruihed 
up and down tha coast, shelling and 
burning the villages of Laulii and Lo- 
toanuw. 


'•The natives still occupy Maniani, 


Vailima, Tanu^amanono, L'vptopa and 
other points within the municipality, 
and. as far as I can judge, after one 
month's operations, the fleet has accom- 
plished nothing but destruction and 
needless slaughter. All for what pur- 
pose? To uphold the decision of a third 
rate lawyer, which is evidently and 
conclusively wrong on the face of it, 
and force a missionary divinity student 
as kiug upon the country which is 
unanimously in favor of Maiaafa. 


"It is endeavored to fasten the blame 


of all this trouble upon the Germans. I 
know for a fact, and no one knows bet 
ter than I, that they Have had nothing 
to do with the matter at all. They 
merely asked that the matter Oe allowed 
to remain as it was until the powers 
could have time to ir.ve=tigate. 1 know 
that Hen- Rose Las been grcntly ma- 
ligned and lied aboat I am no irienJ 
of his. for I scarcely know him person- 
ally. I Lave not met h'-ra six times in 
my life, and then on business, but he 
is an able, conscientious rcan, who is 
struggling in the toils of misrcpresen 
tation. Our old Consul Osborn hardly 
counts. lie is a good old boy who ab- 
sorbs every story that comes along, and 
feels bound to stand ujpfcr the mission- 
aries. (Needless to sny this does not re- 
fer to Mr. Lloyd Osbourne.) 


"Thus the man hunt gees. In this 


manner are these poor people (and a 
braver, kinder lot never lived as we 
know who have been here half out- 
lives) driven on to destroy one another, 
because of a lawyer who has wrongly 
interpreted a treaty and decided that a 
90 per cent majority shall not rule. We 
hear that thousands of JSsw Zealanders 
are anxious to come over and join ia 
tho slaughter. What have these poor 
Saicoans done to bring down all this 
tiouble on their defenseless heads?"

Some of the Peculiarities of ThU 


Mysterious Substance. 


Asbestus is a physical paradox, yet 


one of nature's most marvelous produc- 
tions. It has been called a mineralogical 
vegetable; it is both fibrous and crys- 
talline, elastic, yet brittle; a floating 
etone, which can be .readily carded, 
spun and woven jnto tissue. In Ger- 
many it ia known as steinflacbs (stone 
flax), and thff miners of Quebec give it 
quite as expressive a name—pierre coton 
(cotton stone). The asbestns mines of 
Quebec are the most famous in the 
world, yielding '85 per cent of the en- 
tire output, Italy being tbe only com- 
peting country, and there the industry 
is declining. Although Charlemagne is 
said to have had a tablecloth of asbestus, 
wh'ich he cleaneefl by throwing into the 
fire, it was practically unknown until 
1850. 


Tjie Italian mineral was then experi- 


mented with and some years later put 
on the market. In 1878 the first Cana- 
dian mine was opened, and the product 
steadily increased until 1890, when 
9,~860 tons, worth $1,360,000, were 
mined. There has since been a decline 
in value, tbe amount for 1896 being 
12,200, worth only $430,000. Asbestos 
is flexible, noncombuatible and a non- 
conductor of heat and electricity, and 
on these properties its' increasing use 
depends. It is- spun into yarn, from 
which cloth is woven for drop* iTrtains 
in theaters, clothing for firemen, acid 
workers, etc. It ia made into lamp j 
wicks and gloves for stokers and ropes | 
for fire escapes. It is felted into mill- j 
board to be used'as an insulator in dy- 
namos and as a fireproof lining for 
floors. It is used to insulate electric 
wires and as a covering to prevent loss 
of heat from steam pipes. Mixed with 
rubber it is used to pack steam joints. 
—Pittsburg Dispatch.

William Waldorf Tells Why He 


Abandons His Nativfe Land. 


VIRULENT NEWSPAPER ATTACKS, 


Remembers HU Father Sayln* of 


Them That "It !• Enough to Make 
One Wish to Abandon Such a Conn- 
try!" an Opinion lie Subsequently 
Learned to Share. 


William Waldorf Astor tells why he 


quitted America. 


The form that he uses ia not "to 


quit," but "to abandon," •which is 
graver. He refutes a pretty legend of 
New York that lands of tbo Astors were 
not for sale. He says, "So silly and 
narrow minded a rule could be imagined 
by very 'silly and narrow minded peo- 
ple." 


He might have added, "To wit—the 


New -Yorkers," but he has courtesy. 
He calls Powers, sculptor of "The 
Greek Slave," Power, the United States, 
"the poor man's country;" descendants 
of the colonists, men who "have risen 
to the level of mere tillers of the soil." 
Ho doea these things in his biography 
of his great-grandfather, John Jacob 
Astor. which has just appeared, and in 
The Pall Mall Magazine, which sum- 
marizes the biography. 


He prints a genealogy of the Astor 


family which is an Odyssey. Pedro 
d'Astcrg of Castile, followed the Count 
of Toulouse to France and to the Cru- 
sades. He was killed at the taking of 
Jerusalem in 1100. Jean Jacques d'As- 
torg fled to Germany in 1664, at the 
revocation of the edict of Nauten. His 
grandson, John Jacob Astor, came to 
America in 1784. The latter's great- 
grandson, William Waldorf Astor, has 
removed to England. 


He begins by saying in the summary 


of his biography: 


"I have often had occasion to remem- 


ber a remark made with droll solemnity 
by tbe 
American sculptor, Hiram 


Power, at his studio in Florence 34 
years ago, 'Wealth is nothing.' And I 
recall these words because they repre- 
sent pre-eminently the 
characteristic 


and distinctive opinion of a large por- 
tion of the original American colonists 
and of their descendants. I failed to 
become a convert to Mr. Power's New 
England philosophy, whereof so many 
like phrases and obiter dicta are cur- 
rent in familiar American parlance." 


He is ingenuous and interesting, but 


it is sad that he doea not know better 
the name of Power. He tells of the 
original John Jacob Astor's coming to 
New York and gives the story of his 
life. 
Mr. Astor describes his great- 


grandfather's travels, his recreations 
and bis friends, and says: 


"In America my great-grandfather's 


life and character have been distorted 
and caricatured until only an odd tra- 
vesty survives. By tbe press, in particu- 
lar, with the exception of a few serious 
journals, hejias been continually derided 
and reviled with that spirit of pure ma- 
lignity which pursues the successful . 
man. It is not democratic to climb so 
high. 


"The value of such criticism may b* 


estimated by what transatlantic news- 
papers say of one another in the heat of 
their occaeional rivalries. At such times

I remember when a lad 
hearing my father say of gome of the 
most virulent of these attacks, 'It ia 
enough to make one wish, to abandon 
such a country 1'—an opinion I subse- 
quently learned to share."

THE CZAR'S LATEST 


The correspondent of the London 


morning Post has sent this to his paper 
from the Hague: 


"JI De Staal. head of the Russian 


'delegation and president of the confer- 
ence, received final instructions from 
Emperor Nicholas to deal with the 
question of realizing1 compulsory arbi- 
tration, whether by a. supreme tribunal 
of several great powers, or by private 
tribunal consisting of the powers whose 
interests might bo at stake, with the 
subsequent friendly mediation by some 
third power." 


This is a very interesting piece of in- 


formation. The Czar evidently is con- 
vinced—or his master advisers are, 
which is the same—that there is no 
hope for the disarmament idea and sub- 
stitutes this. He is willing to take ad- 
vantage of the growing sentiment in 
favor of arbitration, to make it a 
round-about way of securing his ends. 
Note that he asks "compulsory"' arbi- 
tration. Compulsory arbitration would 
lie equivalent to disarmament. If it 
vere settled that nations should submit 
All their differences to" a tribunal there 
•would be given a decided halt to the 
making of armaments, for they would 
be unnecessary. The nations commit- 
ted to this policy, the non-disputants 
would be Tinder obligations to see that 
the disputants were not allowed re- 
course to arms. 
The present arma- 


ments, would, then, be converted into 
police clubs to frighten the disagreeing 
nations into a settlement of their dis- 
agreement by the method of the tri- 
bunal. 


A question comes up: 
How long 


would it be before it would be found 
necessary to lay on the club and pre- 
cipitate universal war out of universal 
peace? 


THERE IS NO CHANGE, 


It is just as we expected. The anti- 


administration men are claiming that 
the government is getting down from 
its imperialism and beginning to do 
the fair thing to the Filipinos. And, 
of course, its all due to the "noble" 
•works of the "patriots," who have 
been kiting around in Atkinson fashion 
from the time the treaty of Paris went 
before the senate for ratification. 
II 


is assumed that there is a striking 
change in the attitude of the admin- 
istration to Aguinaldo, that now a form 
of government has been submitted to 
him as a condition of surrender while 
a few days after the outbreak of hos- 
tilities—the Tagalogs being the ag- 
gressors—all the answer General Otis 
had for Tin Whistle was "uncon- 
Sitional surrender." 


The fact is the "United States gov- 


ernment has been kept busy making 
offers to the people of the Philippines. 
Every care was taken to make known 
the intentions of this government. Its 
representatives in authority have been 
constantly endeavoring to make it 
known. The president expressed it in 
a proclamation, and the form of gov- 
ernment, the outlines of which have 
just been decided upon, does not show 
the least change in attitude, sentiment 
or purpose. When Aguinaldo forced 
her into war by his impetuous acts 
prompted by his inordinate ambition, 
the United States was in no position 
to do more than make known her in- 
tentions. Just how those intentions 
were- to be carried out she could not 
aay, for the treaty was just then being 
ratified. After the ratification of the 
treaty it was necessary to inquire into 
the conditions in the archipelago to 
determine the best course to pursue. 
A Philippine commission, which this 
country unanimously approved, was 
appointed by the president and sent to 
the islands to make a study of the sit- 
nation 
so 
that 
this 
government 


might act intelligently. The commis- 
sion had an important work to do, and 
now some results are possible from Its 
labors and the endless correspondence 
between It and the state department fit 
Washington. 
It 
happens that the 


United States government has about 
completed its study of the Philippine 
conditions at the same time It bus 
about completed the overthrow of the 
rebellion against Its authority in the 
the islands, and it is not against givlns 
Aguinaldo all the opportunity possible 
to save hit gold-tasseled pride. .

Indications That Our Commission's Offer Ma) 


Be Speedily Accepted. 


Washington, May 23.—The written 


proposition submitted to' the Filipin< s 
yesterday at Manila by the America n 
commission was framed in Washington 
by Secretary Hay. It is the intention to 
give the Filipinos, just,as the president 
has promised, as large a measure of self- 
government as they seem able to exercise 
with safety to themselves and due re- 
gard to the welfare of other nations. 
Therefore it is proposed to allow them 
to choose their own inferior judicial of- 
ficials to begin with, and perhaps thi 
principle may be extended if it worki 
well in the lower grades.

The plan is the outgrowth of numerous 


cable and mail exchanges between 
President Schurman of the Philippine 
commission and Secretary Hay, as well 
as advice from General Otis and Admiral 
Dewey. The proposition to have a gov- i 
ernor general and cabinet appointed by 
the president is substantially the same 
as the system now in operation in Cuba. 
Like the Cuban system, the adininistra- j 
tion will be military in character for the i 
time toeing at least, while conditions are I 
unsettled.

The authorities are acting on the theory 


that as in the case of Porto it will be for 
congress to establish the 
permanent 


form of government for the islands. It 
was understood at the time General 
Lawton went to Manila that General 
Otis would become governor general, 
while General Lawton assumed active 
direction of military affairs. " It is not 
improbable tnat this plan might be car- 
ried out if the natives accept the plan 
now proposed, thus making General Otis 
the first governor general, with General 
Lawton and General MacArthur occupy - 
ir.g positions similar to those of General 
Ludlow and Wood in Cuba.

When any community sees fit to do its 
own removing of postmasters, the 'de- 
partment will not see fit V? continue do- 
ing business there, at least until some 
reasonable efforts are made by the com- 
munity to convict the offenders.

The proposition submitted by Pres- 


ident Schurman was as follows: 


"While the final decision as to the form 


of government- is -in the hands of con- 
gress, the president'under his military 
powers," pending the action of congress, 
stands ready to offer the following form 
of government:

"A governor general to be appointed by 


the president; a cabinet to be appointed 
by the governor general; all the principal 
judges to be appointed by the president; 
the heads of departments and judges to 
be either Americans or natives, or both: 
and also a general advisory council, its 
members to be chosen by the people by 
a form of suffrage, to be hereafter care- 
fully determined upon.' 


"The president earnestly desires that 


bloodshed cease, and that the people ot 
the Philippines, at an early date, enjoy 
the largest measure of self-government 
compatible with peace and order." 


The insurgents' envoys have made no 


definite propositions, except for a ces- 
sation of hostilities until they can pre- 
sent the question of peace to the people. 
Professor Schurman told the envoys that 
they had no means of gathering their 
people together, as the Americans had 
control of most of the port*. He also re- 
minded them that a liberal form of gov- 
ernment was offered them, and pointed 
•ut that it was better than the conditions 
existing under Spanish rule. 


Oozaga, president of the native corn- 


mission, replied that nothing could be 
worse than Spanish rule, and admitted 
that the form of government proposed 
•was liberal. 


The civilian meiribers of the native 


commission have declined to cooperate 
with the other members ot that com- 
mission, as the former consider Agufn- 
aldo's latest demands to be preposter- 
ous, 
after Major General Otis' refusal of 


an armistice, referring to his wish for 
time In order to consult tha Philippine 
congress. 


The conference between the civilian 


members ot the United. States Philippine 
commission and the representatives o! 
the Filipinos continues. 


The mm»ry and civil elements of th* 


American commission differ regarding 
the wisdom of continuing the confer- 
ences, the former adhering to their 
original demand for the unconditional 
surrender of the insurgents.

as celebrated has long ago led me to 
the conclusion that they are perni- 
cious in their influence. It is an effort 
on the school's part to challenge pub- 
lic attention by the show it makes in 
the closing exercises. Outsiders who 
do not kno\v/ho\v commencements are 
prepared in most schools, ho\v. teach- 
ers toil for weeks beforehand to make 
the most of the pupils' literary efforts, 
even to entirely rewriting the com- 
mencement thesis, essay, poem or ora- 
tion, would tlnd admiration for these 
effusions 
considerably lessened if 


they knew the truth! After the best 
that can be done has been accom- 
plished with the written part of the 
work the commcnfcement performer 
goes through weeks of the most ardu- 
ous drill under the elocution teacher. 
Every position, every gesture, every 
word and tone is studied until there 
is no more originality m the student's 
work than in a patchwork quilt. Tha 
participants are supposed not to tell 
that they had any help in their work 
—a fine groundwork for ths encour- 
agement of deceit. 


The choosing of the young women 


who are to appear before the public 
in most educational institutions is a 


source of great misunderstanding and 
jealousy. Where the pupils elect one 
of their number to represent them 
popularity or skillful electioneering, 
in which the members of the faculty 
are often as active as students, de- 
cides the selection. Where speakers 
are selected by the faculty expedien- 
cy more than ability often influences 
results. Those pupils with useful so- 
cial 
position, 
family 
connections, 


wealth or political influence are most 
frequently brought forward on the 
platform,smugand self satisfied, while 
real worth sits unnoticed in a corner. 
The graduating exercises are general- 
ly planned with an eye to final pictur- 
esque effects. In some schools those 
of great personal beauty or grace and 
able to "dress the part" well are given 
prominent positions. Where the dis- 
tribution of honors is graded accord- 
ing to class work the greatest satis- 
faction results, but this course is sel- 
dom taken, as good students are often 
poor in composition and elocution. 
Even when that plan of selection is 
nominally followed the difficulty of 
getting rid of incompetents is often 
• overcome by other means. 
• When flowers are allowed to be sent 


to graduates, each one-is anxious that 
she shall not be neglected,,-and her 
friends oflen tax their resources se- 
verely at this time of the year to sup- 
ply a half dozen fair girl friends with 
appropriate floral tributes on the day 
of graduation. 


In this atmosphere there is little to 


benefit the student, and those schools 
in which the students take no part in 
the public exercises at closing have 
adopted a sensible plan. 


Fortunately at present the tendency 


is to reform such wrongs. Commence- 
ment exercises are being made more 
interesting to' the majority of the 
guests and the students themselves by 
having distinguished persons instead 
of students make the addresses. The 
graduates therefore have only to con- 
sider what to wear, and apropos of 
that it is interesting to know that the 
fashion of the present season com- 
mands pure white garments, cream 
or ecru ones being not comme il faut. 
Thin, gauzy materials are the most 
modish. Shirring, tucking, frilling and 
applications of lace and insertion 
serve to make them as elaborate as 
the purse will admit. Silk and wool, 
poplin, nun's veiling, challie, bereges. 


crepons, chiffon, crepe de chine, net, 
inul], gauze and silk'are some/guit- 
ablV., fabrics tiiat may be chosen. 
Soft, white woolen goods are pre- 
pared for many fair graduates and 
admit of an elegant simplicity. The 
chiffon ruchiogs, put on the gowns in 
pretty designs, give a chic yet youth- 
ful effect to the costumes. The bands of 
ribbon about the waist are always fin- 
ished with rows of chiffon ruching at 
the end of the ribbons. Plain and dot- 
ted swiss, lawn, organdie, nainsooks 
and embroidered muslins are pleasing 
in effect when seen on the platform 
and combined, with plenty of white 
ribbon. Lace is much used in trim- 
ming the commencement garments, as 
on all other light gowns at this sea- 
son. On skirts it is made to simulate 
the long tunic or tablier draperies. 


In having a commencement gown 


made, if the wearer is to appear upon 
the platform, it should be remembered 
that its length should be more than 
that usually allowed, because, viewed 
from below, it will appear shorter 
than it really is. Besides, the less 
seen even of well shod and shapely 
feet the better the effect. The present

DAISY MAY DISCUSSES FASHIONS 
IN-CORSETS, 


•IBOT so many years ago it was the 
•%• exceptional woman who had 
I M her corsets fitted. Nowadays 
' ' the rule works the other way, 


f ortevery first class shop has 


its corset department under the su- 
pervision of a figure expert, who sug- 
gests the particular style suited to 
your physique and superintends the 
fitting. It has ever been a privilege 
of the few to have their own corset 
maker, and to such need not be told 
the advantage in comfort and appear- 
ance derived from wearing well fitted 
stays, but to those who have never 
utilized the services of maker or fitter 
I say, seek the experience at once; 
it is well worth while. The virtues 
and vices of the corset are a thread- 
bare theme, which shall here give 
place to the more pertinent discus- 
sion of kinds and varieties in vogue. 


If by-chance you make the trip to 


Paris you do not go first to Napo- 
leon's tomb, but to one of those freaky 
courtyard places where modistes hive 
like bees. You want a frock. You 
state your errand. Madame gracious- 
ly listens to your plans . and then 
bluntly asks to see your corset. It is 
not good. Everything, the modiste ex- 
plains, depends upon the way you are 
girt up; and she must refuse to fit a 
frock over such stays. Before you can 
say nay, a small girl is dispatched 
around the corner. The corsetiere ap- 
pears, tape in hand. She hauls down 
the front, loosens the strings at back, 
forming pleasing outlines to conceal 
the bust deficiency, and you are told 
"More like dees, and the madame 
will be vraie charmante." 


Once you yield to such temptation 
the corset habit grows, and none but 
the genuine made to order will sat- 
isfy. You come to greatly admire 
yourself as a new figure. Fortunately 
it is no longer necessary to go corset 
hunting In Paris. Just go to any big 
store and find your way to a light, 
broad floor, where silk, satin, lace and 
elastic corsets flourish, and enact the 
transformation scene ..on .your..own 
stamping ground. If you have $30 to 
spend for a frock and your corset Is 
passe, get a cheap frock and a fine 
corset. The result will justify the ex- 
penditure. The most expensive dress 
will be commonplace over an ill fit- 
ting corset, while one of calico over 


the perfect fitting stays would be chio 
and stylish. 


Standard corsets are made of four 


materials—broche batiste, embroider- 
ed batiste and French and domestic 
coutils. The last are the least expen- 
sive, ranging in price from $5 to $10. 
Embroidered batiste comes high, cost- 
ing anywhere from $5 to $45. All 
styles are supplied, with stocking sup- 
porters and hooks, which are often- 
times gold, for holding down the pet- 
ticoat. Fashions in corsets change 
each year in accordance with the 
"new figure" which makes its annual 
debut. Last year the line's of the Venus 
do Milo were followed, showing a big 
waist, an unsupported bust, untram- 
m&led hips and altogether a sort of 
free and easy wabble, which in polite 
parlance was called the "natural fig- 
ure." To produce this effect, corsets 
were cut very low in front, short on 
the hips and-sparsely boned. 


This season marks a revulsion of 


feeling1, and we aim" at slender, vase- 
like proportions. To bring about such 
result and conform to the require- 
ments of sheathlike skirts and trans- 
parent bodices we have with us 
a slim corset in which to mold 
the fashionable figure of 1899. The 
corset in question, has an absolutely 
straight front, which crowds down the 
abdomen, being, assisted in this duty 
by strong stocking supporters 
at- 


tached either side of the middle steels. 
It is pulled down over the hips and 
measures two inches longer than 
those of Mast year. This characteris- 
tic has a tendency to push the hips 
back, giving the flat front so desira- 
ble. The upper portion of the new 
corset is also of "greater" dimensions 
and inclines to hold the bust up. This 
combination of whalebone and coutil 
produces that toppling tower effect 
which makes me fear that the "pin 
back" is to be resurrpcted from the 
dead ashes of a disgraceful past. 


The foregoing is an outline of the 


accepted model, which is lengthened 
or shortened to suit the figure of the 
purchaser. These points are decided 
by the manager of the department, 
who instructs, the fitter jn regard to 
alterations, losing no lino of grace 
thereby. There la another style, some-

line is a combination affair consisting 
of corset, knickerbockers and petti- 
coat particularly designed for wear 
with the tight skirt or 'classic tunic. 
The corset is of blue satin cut after 
the latest model, terminating in 
knickers covering the knee. Just be- 
low the hip line a mull petticoat is at- 
tached by wide beading. All surplus 
fullness is eradicated in the construc- 
tion of this eccentricity, and it is sup- 
posed to fit skin tight. As the embodi- 
ment of grace it is a failure, but as a 
foundation' for the close skirt it may 
be called a neat job. 


For the Grecian costume, which has 


a certain following among modish 
people who have much magnificent 
flesh or Cleopatralike round limbs, 
an elastic brassiere has sprung into' 
prominence. The back of it is com- 
posed^of narrow rubber bands extend' 
ing lirider the arms to meet lacelike 
bust forms running up over the shoul- 
der. The diaphragm is left absolutely 
full. A series of rubber bands begins 
again at the waist line, coming down 
well over the abdomen and greatly re- 
ducing its size. 


For neglige wear there are satin 


bust supporters, cluny lace brassieres 
and chiffon underwaists innumerable, 
for the'long or short waisted madam, 
the svelte maiden, or her superior sis- 
ter, the golf girl. 


Satin corsets are not good for sum- 


mer wear: consequently none are on 
display, though one may have a great 
variety from which to choose for the 
asking. Corsets should be laced afresh 
each time they are put on. The light- 
er and thinner the corset the better it 
is for your figure. Generous boning is 
not objectionable, though one- is more 
supple with few whalebones. Pongee 
silk or colored linen makes good 
morning corsets. Ribbon is largely 
utilized for golfing and bicycling cor- 
sets. Steady, easy pressure, gradually 
increased daily, will in time produce a 
slender waist. Tight lacing never- ac- 
complishes the feat. To the woman 
who does not understand the art oC 
dressing I would suggest that she take 


her first lesson from a corsetiere, and 
the rest will be easily mastered. The 
corset fitter will above all teach you 
the fundamental principles—that is, 
how to lace your stays and how to put 
them on. You may scorn the idea, but 
I pray you not to let your ignorance, 
which so beautifully blends with 3rour 
conceit that you are unaware of its. 
existence, deter you from following my 
advice. One frequently marvels at the 
dowdy Frenchwoman's inexpressible 
style, which is explained only by the 
fit of her corset. It is well to remem- 
ber that half the beautiful figures are 
corset made.

the wise old Greeks and Romans were 
not so completely absorbed in their 
philosophical research as to ignore the 
potericy'of beauty, and it is interest- 
ing to note their comments .on the 
gift.

How to Cafe 


For the Hands. 


Queen Elizabeth, the royal coquette, 


was very proud of her soft, white hands, 
and they were never forgotten by the 
courtier who wanted to pay a more than 
usually acceptable compliment to the 
queen. Whenever Elizabeth wished par- 
ticularly td captivate a favorite court- 
ier he was permitted to kiss the royal 
hand. Indeed there was a great deal of 
hand kissing in the days of Queen Eliz- 
beth, and gloves were not then a pai t of 
court dress. Gloves came in with a 
queen of less lovely hands. 


Now it is not so easy to have a beau- 


tiful white hand as one might suppose. 
The perfect hand is thought to be an 
indicator of good breeding. No woman 
behind whom is a, line of peasant an- 
cestors is likely to have a perfectly 
shaped hand, blue veined, taper fin- 
gered and covered with soft, thin, white 
skin. The thin, beautifully shaped nails 
help to tell the story of gentle birth. 
The peasant type of hand is broad, with 
short, thick fingers, badly proportioned 
as a i-ule and finished off with nails that 
no amount of manicuring will cause to 
look clear and thin. The skis, too, will 
be of thick, rather coarse texture and 
the knuckles unduly prominent.

It is 
not possible to change the shape of the 
hands, but it is possible to modify the 
quality of the texture of the skin. Of 
course the original youthful hand is 
what I have been referring to, not as 
modified by the owner's individual toil. 
The disfigured hand of a baseball play- 
er, of course, is no indication of the 
character of the owner or his forbears. 


Many men and women otherwise re- 


gardful of their appearance are alto- 
gether negligent about their hands. 
There is nothing that so surely indi- 
cates a lack of innate refinement as 
black rimmed, ill kept nails and soiled 
hands. 


A shapely hand is the gift of nature, 


but an unshapely one is as often as not 
the result of carelessness. 
Red and 


puffy ones result from wearing gloves 
which arc too tight. The best gloves 
to wear are those of kid, buckskin, doe- 
skin and the like. If a comfortable 
glove is not selected, the blood will not 
circulate. 


Excessive bicycle practice, 'lifting 


heavy objects and constantly wearing 
rings that are too small will inevitably 
result in disfigurement. Bracelets worn 
so tight as to affect the circulation or 
so loose as to rub the wrist joint will 
prove injurious. 


Violent handshaking is .injurious and 


for this reason is avoided by many peo- 
ple m public life.

Hard water is sure to injure any skin, 


hand or- face. Great care must be taken 
in the selection of soap.

MOTHER AND CHILD DEAD. 


Sudden Death of Mn, Arthur Bouchard 


Latt Evening With Her Daughter. 


Sudden, unexpected and extremely sad 


was the death of Ada A., wife of Arthur 
C, Bouchard, which occurred Monday 
evening at 8:30 o'clock at her home, 12 
North Eagle street. The cause was 
child-birth, and but a brief time elapsed 
between the death of the mother and 
that of her infant daughter.

A 
comfortable and happy home, the love 
and trust of a kind and affectionate hus- 
band and youthful' son and the confi- 
dence and regard of an unusually wide 
circle of friends made life indeed worth 
the living. She was a devoted and ac- 
tive member of St. John's church and 
found in religion that consolation and 
support without which life under other 
most favoring circumstances does not 
reach its highest level. While these cir- 
cumstances, and In the happy antici- 
pation of an event calculated to add 
still further to the fullness and enjoy- 
ment of life, came the dread summons 
of death. 


Mr. Bouchard is a commercial travel- 


er employed by a wholesale clothing 
flrm of tHica, N. Y., and was in Ohio at 
the time of his wife's death. A brief 
telegram from him was received by her 
Monday, reminding her that he was 
not unmindful of the fact that the day 
was the llth anniversary of their mar- 
riage. What a sad response was the 
message announcing the death of his 
wife and her new-born, babe! 


The news of this death has occasioned 


deep sorrow throughout the entire com- 
munity.
